state, which was decided upon by the 
tate game commission at its meeting 
at H arrisburg, Thursday, meets with 
the approval of a majority 
of 
the 
sportsmen of Adams county, who had 
previously opposed several plans of­ 
fered to reduce the number of female 
deer now roaming in the mountain*, 
west of Gettysburg. 
The plnn adopted by the conxmis- 
sion to deputize expert hunters in 
each district of Pennsylvania to hunt 
and kill the doe is the most unique 
I in tho annals of state game control. 
According 
to 
estimates, there are 
more than a million does roaming 
j throughout the state at the present 
jtime. 
This number shows there are 
ten does for every buck. 
For some 
months the overflow of females has 
(become so great that, in their search 
for food, they have committed num­ 
erous depredations on farms. 
Damage Reported 
Damage 
caused by the does has 
mounted in the thousands of dollars 
and the game commission was faced 
with a situation of direct need for 
control of the breeding. 
A bill in the 
last session of the legislature estab­ 
lishing an onen season for the shoot­ 
ing of does failed of passage because 
of the sentiment of sportsmen against 
‘he shooting of the female. 
For the same reason, many letters 
protesting such a move by the com­ 
mission have been received. 
This condition combined with the 
wanton and illegal killing of fawns by 
reckless hunter* in oast year* cau»ed 
the decision to restrict the hunting to 
official deputies, members of the com­ 
mission said. 
These deputized hunters will go into 
the sections where the depredations 
and dam age have been the heaviest. 
It doe* not always follow, 
it 
was 
pointed out, that the greatest amount 
of 
damage 
results in the sections 
where the doe overflow is greatest. 
( ’ut Down Seasons 
While this increase* in the number 
of does has occurred in recent years 
through the ban on female deer, the 
decreasing numbers of small and oth­ 
er game has become so alarming that 
the board of 
game 
commissioners 
agreed to shorten the hunting sea­ 
sons for most classes of game. 
The season for deer remains the 
same. from December I to 15, inclu­ 
sive, hut all the others have been 
shortened. 
Small game, such a* wild turkey*, 
grouse, ringnecked pheasants, 
bob­ 
white quail and woodcocks, may only 
bi* shot from November I to 15, in­ 
clusive. 
The usual season is for the 
entire month. 
The season for cottontail rabbits 
and hares is the month of November 
only, a decrease of tw’o weeks. 
The season for bears was reduced 
by ten days. 
It will be from No­ 
vember lfl to December 15. 
Raccoon 
, season is from November I to January 
15, which is a month shorter than the 
usual time.
